Mil.  MONllOE  TO  MR.  FOSTER. 

Department  of  State,  June  8,  1812. 
SIR— I have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your 
letter  of  June  1st,  with  the  papers  enclosed, 
relating  to  several  British  seamen  who  are 
styted  to  have  entered  into  the  naval  service  of 
tne  l mted  States. 

Without  repeating  what  I had  the  honor  to 
state  to  you  in  a personal  interview  respecting 
the  deserter  from  the  Gleaner,  and  the  con- 
duct of  the  armed  party  from  that  vessel  who 
pursued  him  some  distance  into  the  country  , 

I shall  confine  my  remarks  to  your  complaint 
ol  the  detention  of  British  seamen  in  American 
vessels,  twenty-eight  of  whom  are  said  to  be 
on  board  the  Constitution.  Although  the  fact 
cannot  havebecn'admitted  on  tl.e’evidcnce  pro- 
duced, because  it  is  contrary  to  the  law's  of  the 
C.  States,  vet  it  will  be  enquired  into.  It  is 
also  possible  that  the  seamen  so  detained,  ad- 
i routing*  the  fact  of  their  detention,  may  have 
I become  legally  American  citizens,  in  which 
case  they  must  be  protected  as  such.  The  go- 
' eminent  uf  the  United  States  can  make  no  dis- 
tinction between  native  and  naturalized  citi- 
zens as  has  been  already  remarked  'to  you.  1 1 
repeat  also,  that  your  government  cannot  ob-  ( 
jeetto  this  rule,  because  a British  statue  nat- i 
uralizes.  ipso  facto,  .all  alien  seamen  who  shall  ’ 
have  been  two  years  on  board  a British  ship  off 
v.*ar,  and  considers  them,  equally  with  natives,  I 
within  the  allegiance,  and  entitled  to  the  pro- 1 
tection  cfG.  Britain. 

1 lie  principal  object  of  vour  letter  seems  to  ; 
be,  to  find  some  analogy  between  the  Arneri- 1 
can  practice  u i tli  respect  to  seamen  and  the  j 
British  practice,  and  to  deduce  from  the  for-  ( 
mer  a justification  of  the  latter.  Permit  me. 
to  note  the  difference,  or  rather  the  contrast 
between  them. 

The  regulations  of  the  United  States  prohi- 
bit the  enlistment  of  aliens  into  their  vessels 
of  war  No  such  regulations  exist  on  the  side 
of  Great  Britain. 

Enlistments,  by  force  or  impressment,  are  • 
contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 
This  mode  of  procuring  crews  for  public  ships 
is  not  only  practiced  by  G.  Britain  within  her ; 

jurisdiction,  but  is  extended  to  foreign 
vessels  on  the  high  seas,  with  abuses  Which  j 
agp’avate  the  outrage  to  the  nations  to  whom 
the  vessels  belong. 

Most  of  the  states  composing  our  Union  have 
enacted  laws  providing  for  the  restoration  of 
seamen  abandoning  the  service  of  merchant 
vessels,  to  which  they  were  bound  by  volunta-  { 
r\  engagement,  li  no  provision  has  been 1 
made  for  the  surrender  of  deserters  from  pub- 
lic ships,  it  is  because  such  deserters,  al- 
though in  many  instances  forced  into  the  ser- 
vice, would  be  deemed  malefactors  and  pun- 
ishable as  such  ; and  it  »*>  not  the  practice  of 
any  country,  particularly  of  G.  Britain,  to  sur- 
render malefactors  without  a stipulation,  which 
is  always  reciprocal.  In  Great  Britain,  we  j 
know  from  experience,  that  no  provision  exists 
for  restoring  American  seamen  toour  merchant 
vessels,  even  to  the  fulfilment  of  their  volunta- 
ry  engagements  ; and  if  deserters  from  Ameri- 
can ships  of  war  are  ever  restored,  it  is  by  the 
courtesy,  not  the  legal  duty,  or  perhaps  au- 
thority, of  British  naval  commanders,  and  from 
the  policy  of  recommending  a practice,  which, 
if  mutual,  must  he  evidently  in  favor  of  the 
British  service,  the  desertion  from  it  being  so 
common,  in  comparison  with  that  from  the  ser- 
vice of  the  U.  S. 

You  observe  that  your  government  lias  char- 
ged you  to  state,  that  it  will  continue  to  give 
the  most  positive  orders  against  the  detention 
o!  Amman  citizens  on  Board  British  ships  oi 


war.  if  those  orders  were  to  prohibit  the  im- 
pressment of  seamen  from  American  vessels  at 
se»,  the  great  source  of  the  evil,  they  would 
have  been  a welcome  proof  of  its  disposition  to 
do  justice  and  promote  a good  understanding 
between  the  two  countries.  Nothing  short  of 
this  can  be  an  adequate  remedy  ; and  the  U. 
States  are  known  to  be  ready  to  substitute  to 
the  practice  the  most  liberal  arrangements  on 
the  subject.  But,  suppose  the  orders  to  be 
given  as  signified,  and  in  the  latitude  and  form 
promising  most  efficacy,  how  could  they  res- 
tore tiiat  portion  of  the  thousands  of  our  citi- 
zens who  have  been  impressed  or  passed  into 
ships  stationed  or  cruizing  in  rem.de  pails  of 
the  Globe?  But  it  is  signified  onlv  that  your 
government  will  continue  to  give  orders  against 
the  detention  of  American  citizens  on  board 
British  ships  of  war.  It  follows  that  they  are 
to  be  detained  as  heretofore,  until  formal  proof 
can  be  produced  to  the  British  admiralty,  in 
each  particular  instance,  that  the  seaman  is  a 
native  citizen  of  the  U.  S.  the  difficulty  and 
delay  in  doing  which  are  too  obvious  to  need 
explanation.  Nor  is  this  the  only  cause  of  com- 
plaint. When  such  proof  has  been  produced 
to  the  Britisli  admiralty,  a direct  refusal  is 
made  to  the  discharge  of  the  seamen,  if  lie  has 
resided  in  Great  Britain,  shall  have  married 
there,  or  shall  have  accepted  the  bounty  giv- 
en to  seamen  voluntarily  entering  the  service, 
although  for  the  most  part  of  the  American 
seamen,  after  having  been  forced  into  the  ser- 
vic:,  have  accepted  the  bounty  either  to  relieve 
their  wants,  or  otherwise  to  alleviate  their 
condition.  1 omit  other  causes  of  detention 
which  might  be  mentioned.  Add  tothewhole 
that  it  is  not  sufficient  to  prove,  that  the  sca- 
nien  taken  from  American  vessels  are  not  sub- 
jects of  G.  Britain,  nor  the  subjects  of  her  en- 
emy. It  has  been  the  invariable  practice  of  the 
British  cruizers  to  include  in  then-impressments 
from  American  vessels  the  citizens  and  sub 
jects  of  every  neutral  nation,  even  where  it  was 
known  that  they  were  such  ; and  no  instance, 
it  is  believed,  can  he  given  of  success  of  an  ap- 
plication for  the  restoration  of  such  neutral  ali- 
ens to  the  servece  of  the  U.  States. 

These  observations  cannot  fail,  as  1 presume, 
to  satisfy  you,  sir,  how'  litte  ground  your  gov- 
ernment has  for  the  complaints  stated  in  your 
letter,  and  how  much  the  United  States  have 
for  those  they  have  so  long  and  so  strenuously, 
but  at  the  same  time  so  ineffectually  presented, 
in  behalf  of  the  injured  mariners.

it. An  unjust  cause  is  at  length  rendered  un- 
intelligible bv  the  sophistries  of  argumentation, 
and  ;h  * arrogant  demands  of  pride  and  power, 
often  preclude  accommodation,  when  it  is  sug- 
gested by  prudence.  Such  was  the  perplexed, 
and  mortifying  condition  of  England — and  such 
the  infatuation,  which  betrayed  her  into  un  un- 
natural and  ruinous  war. 

'I*!ie  political  creed  of  an  American  was  a 
simple,  hut  rational  and  manly  expression  of 
natural  right.  “ He  believed  that  representation 
and  taxation,  were  inseparable — that  what  was 
his  own,  was  absolutely  such — that  to  deprive 
him  of  it  without  his  consent,  was  unjust  and 
oppressive — that  whosoever  should  attempt  it, 
would  attempt  an  injury — that  w hosoever should 
perform  it,  would  commit  a robbery.”  True 
courage  is  always  calm  and  patient.  The  A- 
mericans  relying  on  the  justice  and  affection 
of  the  mother  country,  asked  with  obedient 
moderation  the  redrtfss  of  grievances  they  were 
prepared  to  revenge.  In  vain  they  implore  the 
clemency  of  their  sovereign — in  vain  t hey  sue 
for  the  projection  of  parliament. — The  ties 
which  bound  them  to  an  inexorable  parent  are 
burst  asunder,  and  they  proclaim  forever  their 
independence  on  a nation,  formidable  for  her 
power,  vimimve  in  her  resentments,  and  ter- 
rible in  hrr  vengeance. 


nought  but  one  sad,  unvaried  picture,  of  impo 
tence,  dccripifkde  and  woe  * The  vigor  of  her 
voitth,  is  ext  inguished — The  wisdom  of  her  age 
is  degraded  and  forgotten.  The  degenerate 
disciple  of  the  venerable  Zoroaster,  is  scarcely 
to  he  distinguished  f-om  the  lowest  of  mankind 
— -ar.d  the  wretched  Hindoo,  invoking  with 
senseless  v rvration  the  spirit  of  his  consecra 
t ;d  Gingo.s,  has  almost  ceased  to  be  an  object 
of  pitv.  Europe  was  once  the  threat  re  ofa  mul 
ti  tilde  of  free  states.  The  history  of  their  rise, 
improvement,  and  destruction,  constitutes  the 
most  interesting  branch  of  literary  inquiry— 
and  furnishes  the  richest  materials  for  political 
disquisition.  Their  career  was  short.  Their 
fame  immortal.  Ingenuous  youth,  prone  to  sym- 
pathize in  the  calamities  of  the  miserable — and 
tired  with  a generous  admiration  of  all  that  is 
magnanimous —peruses  with  an  aching  heart 
the  history  of  the  world's  vast  crimes — andhum 
ing  with  indignation  from  the  contemplation 
of  Europe’s  present  unhappy  subjection,  mourns 
over  the  extinction  of  her  freedom,  and  sighs 
for  the  days  of  Solon  and  Epaminondas.  Fol- 
lowing the  apparent  course  of  that  glorious  lit 
minary,  which  in  the  morning  of  creation  light 
ed  up  the  abodes  of  innocence  and  joy,  man 
kind  have  met  in  every  region  the  wrathful  gen 
ins  of  ambition,  usurping  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  nature.  But  the  wearied  traveller  at 
l ast  finds  rest,  flushed  be  the  murmurs  of  ten 
thousand  sorrows — for  in  the  tranquil  bosom  of 
ihe  West,  is  opened,  to  the  agitated  children 
of  affliction,  a boundless  asylum  of  liberty  and 
peace.  Under  the  guardianship  of  just  and  e- 
qual  laws,  love  of  country  is  the  noblest  and 
most  virtuo  m affection  of  the  heart.  Who  then 
will  condemn  the  elevated  pride,  and  ardent  en- 
thusiasm which  are  inspired  by  a contemplati- 
on of  the  American  character  ? The  present,  is 
enlivened,  and  the  future  controled  by  a just 
application  of  the  past. 

At  the  close  of  the  fifteenth  century,  Europe 
had  not  emerged  from  rudeness  and  superstiti 
oil.  Ignorance  still  reigned  in  the  minds  of 
men — depravity  and  craft  were  the  character- 
istics ot  their  rulers.  An  undistinguisliingdes- 
pat ism,  established  by  ecclesiastical  violence 
and  fraud,  was  exercised  over  the  actions  and 
sent  iments  of  the  popular  mass.  In  the  midst 
of  this  intellectual  darkness  and  degradation, 
arose  Christopher  Columbus — whose  splendid 
discoveries,  roused  and  employed  tile  genius 
and  enterprise  of  Europe.  The  strength  of  his 
understanding  furnishing  him  with  more  cor- 
rect opinions  of  the  figure  and  extent  of  the 
earth,  than  were  generally  entertained  in  that 
barbarous  age;  he  conceived  it  inconsistent  with 
supreme  intelligence  and  goodness,  to  have 
consigned  so  large  a portion  of  its  surface  to  the 
raging  conflicts  of  an  angry  ocean.  Contem- 
plating the  grandeur  and  extent  of  the  Creator's 
works,  and  considering  man  the  noblest  of  them 
all — he  bohllv  rejected  the  narrow  sentiments 
• ofh  is  contemporaries,  and  contended  for  the  ex- 
islence  of  regions  in  the  West.  His  mind  was  ca- 
pacious-creative-active.  His  spirit  unyielding- 
his  decision  inflexible.  In  spite  of  the  embarrass- 
ments of  ignorance  and  power,  Columbus  gave 
♦o  the  avarice  nT mankind  a new  world — and 
left  for  posterity  an  imperishable  monument  of 
a world’s  ingratitude. 

Persecution  drove  the  colonists  of  America 
to  take  refuge  in  her  wilds.  Firing  from  the 
rage  of  intolerance,  they  chose  father  to  live  a- 
mong savage  beasts,  than  endure  the  domina- 
tion of  savage  men.  They  sought  for  libertv, 
and  found  it  in  a wilderness.  They  demanded 
security,  and  their  valor  achieved  it.  With  no 
protector,  save  their  God,  they  braved  with 
success,  the  difficulties  and  dingers  of  their  ex- 
posed condition— and  scarcely  thought  of  by 
those  whose  injustice  had  made  them  exiles, 
they  grew  up  to  the  size  ofa  nation  unaided, 
unoppressed.  It  has  been  said  that  the  brave  have 

no  remeinberancc  for  injur  esers  True Hut  the 

attentive  draw  wisdom,  from  the  lessons  of 
experience— Actuated  bt  avarice,  and  a thirst 
for  dominion,  Great  Britain  soon  sought  her 
own  aggrandizement,  in  exactions,  wrung  from 
the  industrious  spirit  oi  lier  colonists.  It  was 
affirmed  by  a weak  a-id  tyrannical  ministry, 
•tffal  the  authority  of  parliament  being  supreme 
over  every  part  of  his  majesty's  dominions,  th< 
colonies  were  subject  to  its  taxation.  The  in 
divisibility  of  the  British  Umpire,  and  the  uni- 
versalitr  of  parliamentary  power,  were  not  de- 
nied. By  consequence,  we  claimed,  as  an  inte- 
gral department  of  the  realm,  the  liberty  that 
is  gn  iranleed  by  Magna  Cliarta,  and  the  com- 
mon law  of  England.  But  the  ministry  conten- 
ded, that  the  American  charters  were  contracts 
voluntarily  entered  into  between  the  sovereign 
and  ids  subjects,  by  which  the  latter  exchang- 
ed these  privileges,  for  the  means  of  attaining 
wealth  in  a distant  country.  If  the  colonists 
exchanged  the  rights  of  Englishmen  for  these 
charters,  justice  required  that  they  should  be 
as  firmly  guaranteed  as  the  constitution  itself 
which  was  surrendered  to  obtain  them.  That 
parliament  can  annul  the  constitution,  is  an  en- 
ormity of  prerogative  which,  at  least,  has  never' 
been  practised,  since  the  days  of  Cromwell. 

To  supercede  charter,  therefore,  or  impose  a 
tribute  which  it  did  not  sanction,  was  an  act 
towards  the  Americans  as  outrageously  unjust, 
as  was  the  usurpat  ion  of  the“  Long  Parliament,” 
against  our  English  ancestors,  if  the  colonists 
did  not  relinquish  the  rights  of  native  subjects. 


In  searching  for  the  causes  of  this  eventful 
declaration,  we  find  them  originating,  neither 
in  the  heat  of  faction,  nor  engendered,  bv  the 
meanness  of  avarice.  Born  in  a land  unvexed 
by  the  tyrant’s  scourge — rocked  in  the  cradle 
of  war — bound  te  each  other  by  the  firm  ties  of 
reciprocal  favours — and  earlv  evincing  an  ar- 
dent desire  for  glory,  fmm  t lie  hardy  and  adven- 
turous entei-prises  in  which  they  were  engaged 
by  the  perils  of  their  situation  ; our  progenitors 
displayed  a dignity  of  conception,  and  a bold- 
ness of decision,  which  are  the  natural  indeca- 
tions ofheroic  virtue.  Their  fondest  hopes  were 
directed  to  the  establishment  of  national  inde- 
pendence. Life,  properly,  and  the  reputation 
for  honour,  all  were  hazarded  in  the  unequal 
conflict.  It  is  this  magnanimous  love  of  liber- 
ty alone,  which  can  amalgamate  into  one  solid 
confederation,  a multitude  of  free  states — ani- 
mate them  in  their  struggles,  and  retain  them 
in  their  concords.  In  patriotism,  as  in  religion, 
there  is  an  holy  enthusiasm,  which  rises  supe- 
rior to  suflerings  and  death — which  scorns  a- 
like,  the  suggestions  of  interest,  and  the  cow- 
ardice of  accommodation — which  will  never 
succumb  to  the  violence  of  injustice — which 
will  always  be  firs*  in  deeds  of  heroism.  Our 
fathers  were  virtuous — and  despised  corruption, 
They  were  poor — but  abhorred  the  badge  of  sin 
very.  They  were  brave — and  resolved  to  be 
free.  Alas!  why  can  I not  transfuse  into  this 
humble  effort,  some  quality  of  that  ardent  and 
expanding  admiration  which  animates  my 
heart  ’ But  an  enlightened  people  fail  not  to 
treasure  up  all  the  experience  of  their  troubles 
and  repay  the  services  of  those  who  defend 
their  rights, by  afaithfiil  and  kind  remembrance, 
Yours  is  the  tribute  of  gratitude,  offered  on  the 
shrine  of  virtue. 

The  epoch  of  affliction,  is  the  parent  of  in 
tegrity.  The  era  of  collision,  is  the  sabbath  of 
ambition.  Hugged  was  the  path  of  the  Ameri 
can  heroes — precious  the  m.’ed  which  reward, 
ed  their  success.  Superior  to  the  vulgar  mo 
tives  of  ordinary  fame — they  asked  the  jus 
tice  only,  of  mankind.  The  character  of 
Washington  resembled  the  vast  continent 
which  produced  him.  The  native  dignity  of 
his  mind  was  elevated  as  the  lofty  Andes— Its 
powers  forceful  and  collected  as  the  majestic 
Mississippi.  In  peace,  genl le  and  unruffled  as 
his  own  Pototvinac — In  the  hour  of  his  coun 
try’s  danger,  resistless  as  the  torrent  of  Niaga- 
ra. Among  his  compatriots  in  arms,  it  were 
ungenerous  to  discriminate.  The  plains  of  their 
country,  immortalized  by  theirdeeds,  will  per 
petuate  their  valor  through  the  changes  of  em- 
pire, until  empires  themselves  shall  be  sunk  in 
the  vortex  of  devouring  time. 

But  the  triumphant  terminal  ion  of  the  Amer- 
ican revolution,  closed  not  the  career  of  A- 
merican  glory.  The  empoverished  hands  of  a 
victorious  army,  are  seen,  repairing  the  ravages 
on  agrestic  wealth — and  the  victor  of  empire 
“ depositing  his  sword  under  the  laws,  he  had 
covered  with  his  shield.”  The  contest  was 
tremendous — Tile  pause  was  solemn.  In  that 
memorable  struggle,  the  energies  of  intellect, 
were  strained  in  the  effort  of  magnificent  de- 
sign — and  the  nerve  of  action,  strung  to  the 
highest  tension  of  effective  force.  Exhausted 
by  the  toils  of  splendid  achievment,  America 
sunk  on  the  bosom  of  repose.  But  her  decent 
was  like  the  sun’s,  after  a course  of  cloudless 
glory — serene,  and  grand. — Short  was  the  nati- 
on’s slumber.  Justice,  security  and  faith,  in- 
vited to  inquiry,  and  claimed  the  expression 
of  opinion — The  sages  of  the  new  world  convene 
to  legislate  for  their  confi  ling  country.  No 
power  impedes  their  honored  labours — No  cares 
iti trade  amidst  theirnoble  studies.  All  is  tran- 
quil as  virtue— and  dignified  as  wisdom.  The 
genius  of  wisdom  presides  over  their  counsels  i 
—and  friendship,  literature,  and  morals,  min- 
ister to  their  deliberations.  The  constitution 
is  formed — union  confirmed — and  the  happiness 
of  millions,  made  commensurate  with  their  vir- 
tue. 

In  viewing  these  wondrous  revolutions  in  so- 
ciety, the  mind  is  not.  less  deiightfullycharmed, 
by  their  enchanting  novelty,  than  awfully  struck, 
by  their  stupendous  magnitude.  Every  thing  is 
strange — impressive— sublime  An  empire  in- 
spired with  one  sentiment  of  virtue,  and  impell- 
ed by  one  principle  of  courage,  rising  to  defend 
the  rights  of  humanity — a continent  emancipa- 
ted— a government  of  reason — equality,  vet 
subordination — power  without  abuse — and  li- 
berty without  licentiousness. — Where  shall  wo 
find  in  the  annals  of  the  world,  events  of  equal 
interest,  and  of  equal  dignity  > In  vain  we  wan 
dcr  amidst  the  rocks  and  rallies  of  the  Alps— 
or  pause  upon  the  banks  of  Tiber,  and  of  Thames 
— The  laboured  page  of  ancient  story  in  the 
high  wrought  eulogy  of  Halcyon  days,  af- 
ford* no  parallel  in  political  virtue.  Theexile 
of  Aristides,  and  the  murder  of  Socrates  af- 
fright us  from  Athens — Tim  tumults,  of  the 
Gracchi,  resounding  through  Forum,  strike 
us  with  awful  presages  of  thus"  civil  discords 
which  shattered  the  unbalanced  fabric  of  the 
republic — and  engendered  those  unhallowed 
principles  of  disunion,  which  finally  buried  Eu- 
rope lieneath  the  ruins  of  Imperial  Home.  The 
establishment  of  independence  in  these  states 
— and  the  promulgation  of  their  national  and 
state  constitutions — form  epochs  in  the  histo- 
ry of  human  dignity  and  happiness,  resembling 
the  glorious  work  of  creation,  and  the  subse- 
quent effulgence  of  redemption. 

The  excellence  of  our  laws  is  best  explain- 
ed in  the  blessings  they  have  diffused.  These 
must  be  known  to  all — because  bvall  tl.ey  1 ave 
been  enjoyed.  The  rapid  growth  of  popula- 
tion— the  improvements  in  agriculture and 

the  extension  of  commerce,  are  unrivalled  ; and 
attest  with  peculiar  force,  the  fostering  care  of 
enlightened  and  faithful  magistrates,  aided  by 
just  and  salutary  regulations  No  narrow  sen. 
timent  of  greedy  jealousy,  rejects  the  hand  of 


P Jv  red  brotherhood — but  ph  iLnth  ropy  mour- 
ning orct  the  ruins  of  humanity,  expands  the 
portals  of  freedom’s  temple,  to  persecuted 
man. 

Such  is  the  sketch  of  our  origin  and  growth 
The  retrospect  of  troubles,  honorably  subdued 
always  creates  complacency  and  pride. — View- 
ed as  through  an  inverted  telescope,  the  rough 
obstacles  surmounted,  stripl  of  their  asperities, 
reflect  a tract  oi  even  beauty,  and  rich  per- 
spective. 

Enough.  Pride  has  its  measure — and  fancy 
its  boundary.  The  joy  of  triumph  is  not  eter- 
nal. Even  while  you  listen  to  tile  praises  of 
her  valor,  and  rejoice  in  the  stability  of  her 
freedom — the  glorv  of  America  is  driven  froih 
Europe,  and  the  groans  of  her  subjugated— ex- 
piring soils,  unheard  amidst  the.  dashings  ofi 
tile  Atlantic  wave.  j 


The  bold,  base  savage,  nature’s  harshest  clod,’ 

strides  in  his  wrath  over  \ our  naked  frontier 
— where  the  distracted  mother,  flying  with 
her  infant  train,  from  the  conflagration  of 
her  home,  and  the  carnage  of  her  lov’d,  mingles 
her  shrieks  with  the  bowlings  of  the  forest,  and 
sinks  beneath  “ the  pelting  of  the  pitiless 
storm — ” 

Without  entering  the  frightful  labyrinth  of) 
European  politics — a short  recital  of  events  of  I 
will  fully  develope  the  intentions  of  the  belli- 1 
gerents  in  relation  to  this  country.  At  tliej 
commencement  of  the  American  revolution,! 
France  w as  reeling  on  the  enfeebled  basis  of  a 
licentious  :.nd  rotten  Monarchy.  A Prince 
had  just  ascended  the  throne — young,  weak, 
and  indolent — fond  of  pleasure,  full  of  confi- 
dence, and  rich  inhumanity.  Pursuing  a mode 
of  administration,  adopted  from  his  ancestors 
without  investigation — recommended  to  prac- 
tice by  nothing  but  custom — and  confided  to 
agents  destitute  of  integrity  and  ability — his 
government  was  not  less  vulnerable  to  the  shafts 
of  rebellion,  than  obnoxious  to  the  fulminations 
of  philosophy.  Ueceiving,  with  his  crown,  an 
hereditary  jealousy  and  hatred  of  its  rival,  he 
embarked  his  power  ill  that  magnanimous 
conflict,  which  rent  America  from  the  British 
empire.  A people  gifted  with  a quick  percep- 
tion— susceptible  of  the  warmest  sympathies — 
and  driven  by  the  most  furious  passions,  could 
scarcely  have  failed,  imbibe  the  enthusiasm 
of  liberty,  and  to  nourish  it,  with  a most  impe- 
tuous ardor.  A nerveless  monarch  in  an  age  of 
discord,  must  become  a martyr  to  his  ow  n be- 
nevolence. Such  was  the  fate  of  the  more  un- 
fortunate, than  guilty  Louis.  The  French  peo- 
ple, immersed  in  political  ignorance,  and  deba- 
sed by  oppression,  were  incapable  of  apprecia- 
ting and  enjoying,  the  rights  of  equality. 
Hence  they  became  the  dupes,  and  victims,  of 
the  most  corrupt,  and  daring  usurpers.  In 
vain  did  the  virtuous,  and  enlightened  remnant 
spared  to  trim  the  expiring  lamp  of  reason,  and 
nurse  the  dying  genius  of  religion— strive  to 
mitigate  the  horrors  of  the  scence,  and  appease 
the  madness  of  the  populace.  Faction  after 
faction,  rose  upon  the  ruins  of  public  order — 
and  triumphed  over  justice,  mercy,  and  truth 
Scepticism  had  benumbed  'be  c harities  of  men 
and  thev  sacrificed  to  a blind,  exterminating 
rage,  all  that  is  estimable  in  human  nature 
Posterity  will  not  believe  these  deeds  of  infa 
mv — hut  posterity  will  endure  the  lengthened 
miseries  tliev  inflict.  The  present  military  des 
position  of  France,  is  a necessarv  consequence 
of  her  anarchical  infatuation— and  the  despot 
who  grinds  her,  a legitimate  offspring  of  the 
sanguinary  tyrants  who  preceded  him.  Un' 
ting  in  his  character  a strange  and  colossean 
assemblage  of  great,  splendid,  and  relentless 
qualities.  Napoleon  is  the  scourge  and  Won 
der  ot  the  world.  Commencing  his  lone  ea 
reer  during  the  storms  of  the  revolution,  he 
toiind  himself  standing  at  the  head  of  the  re 
public  just  at  that  luckv  period,  when  despair 
ing  France  in  the  paroxysms  of  herfurv,  had 
routed  half  Europe  from  her  confines,  and  was 
rushing  beyond  the  limits  of  her  ancient  do 
main.  Amidst  the  concussions  of  empires, 
and  the  dilapidation  of  states,  still  he  was 
seen  to  “ Ride  on  the  whirlwind,  and  direct 
the  storm.” 

In  everv  sti  tion  he  seemed  superior  to  h i for 
tune— and  scarcclv  had  he  seated  himself  on 
tile  throne  of  the  Bourbons,  until  he  became 
the  arbiter  of  Europe. 

England  alone  remained  to  check  bis  pro 
towards  universal  empire.  And  if  she

Our  true  policy,  not  less  than  our  remote  sit- 
u*tion,  warns  us,  to  shun  alike,  the  wars,  and 
alliances,  of  Europe.  Blest  in  onr  constitution 
and  laws — rich  in  our  soil — invincible  in  onr 
union — ami  unprecedented  in  our  improve- 
ments, we  possess  whatever  can  minister  to 
man’s  substantial  comfort.  For  all  these  ad- 
vantages it  behoves  us  to  lift  up  our  hearts  in 
grateful  acknowledgements  to  Heaven  Re- 
member Hint  an  immoral  people  are  as  un- 
worthy of  exalted  happiness — as  disqualified 
for  rational  freedom.  Encourage  every  spe- 
cies of  inland  trade  and  navigation.  Augment 
your  manufactures — fortify  your  cities — culti- 
vate the  friendship,  and  secure  the  commerce 
of  the  rising  republics  of  the  South.  Give  a 
liberal  srope  to  the  enterprising  murage  of 
your  seamen — and  never  let  it  be  forgotten, 
that  the  promptitude  of  resistance,  is  the  su- 
r|  rest  measure  of  redress — that  the  season  i.f  re- 
pose, should  be  the  period  lor  preparation. 
Pursuing  a course  thus  united,  equitable  and 
firm — we  mav  confidently  look  forward,  un- 
der the  aid  of  divine  protection  to  revolving 
ages  of  honor  and  independence,  in  our  jour- 
ney to  the  temple  of  happiness.  Lotus,  then, 
regard  the  present  cloud,  which  low'ers  on  the 
horizon,  as  destined  to  cast  hut  a momentary 
shade  over  the  field  of  glorv — speedily  leaving

i ail  waged  war  in  the  spirit  of  justice  and  un 
partiality,  the  svmpathies  of  mankind  would 
bate  eheerd  her  in  the  struggle.  But  it  is  the 
destiny  of  nations  to  precipitate  their  own  dis 
Irnction.  bv  perpetrating  injuries  against  eacl 
other.  Among  the  humiliating  reverses  which 
incident"  the  retributive  chastisement  of  ruth 
less  ambition — few  have  impressed  a more  sol- 
emn warning,  than  those,  which  distinguish  the 
close  of  the  eighteenth  centurv.  We  hav, 
seen  a coalition,  formed  to  dismember  a dis- 
tracted and  bleeding  state,  and  d irected  bv  the 
first  naval  power  in  the  wohd.  terminate  in  the 
?’*  flection  of  the  members  who  bad  consorted 
in  t ie  infamous,  cowardly',  design — and  give 
birth  to  a gigantic  hvdra.  at  whose  fearful  de- 
estat ions,  the  mistress  of  the  sea.  quakes  be 
I.md  the  rampart  of  her  thousand  ships.  The 
war  which  has  so  long  raged  in  Europe,  as  it 
originated  in  mutual  jealousy  and  hatred,  has 
been  prosecuted  bv  the  fell  passion  of  revenge 
and  is  directed  to  tlie  ultimate  destruction  of 
it*  parties  the  extremities  of  its  chances,  and 
! ip  temporary  variance  of  its  policy,  necesaari- 
y induced  principles  the  most  odious  in  argu- 
ment—the  most  unjust  in  practice  The  law 
o na.ions.  acknowledged  bv  acquiescence, con- 
secrated bv  reason— and  confirmed  bv  usacre, 
vis  ieen  perverted  to  aid  the  encroachments 
of  power,  and  justify  the  baseness  of  robbery 
Envious  of  the  repo.se,  and  irritated  by  the 
prosperity  of  oilier  countries,  the  belligerents 
would  involve  the  universe  in  their  quarrels.
